Earthquake Fault, New Developments Discussed

A n earthquake fault line running 
deep underground through the Las 


Virgenes area has been discovered by 
geologists to show signs of “recent”

Oren’s latest plans for 727 multi-family 
homes, 93 single family homes and 
estates and 1.41 million square feet of 
commercial development were present- 
ed to homeowners for the first time at a 
meeting held earlier in the week.

Peggy Rosenberg from the Calabasas 
area said that talks between residents 
and the developer have been taking place 
and have led so far toa slight reduction in 
the proposal. 

Brown, however, was dismissive of the 
reduction which will lower the number of 
units from 2,000 to 1,800. The county’s 
general plan, he pointed out, allows for 
approximately 100 homes on the steeply 
hilly site. 


HOME SAVINGS AND LOAN 

Proposals have been _ tentatively 
floated by Home Savings to develop a 
9,900 acre parcel of land known as the 
Lasky Mesa, located in the upper Las 
Virgenes Valley (north of the Ventura 
Freeway at the end of Las Virgenes 
Road). 

Three thousand homes and_ three 
million square feet of commercial de- 
velopment have been suggested for 1,500 
acres out of the total parcel, according to 
Brown. 

Homeowner Association delegates at 
Thursday’s meeting voted to request the 
County of Los Angeles to halt approval 
of any new developments in the 
Calabasas Park area until a study of the 
impacts of development on schools, 
roads, water, and other services in 
Calabasas Park has been made. 

Delegates at the meeting also voted to 
press Los Angeles County to meet the 
planning goals of an area-wide “citizens” 
report.” This report was part of a court- 
mandated planning effort to ensure 
orderly and environmentally sound 
development in Los Angeles County. 0

Supporters of a new library for 
Agoura have taken the first steps 


towards making the library a reality. 


Voting for the name “Friends of 


the New Agoura Hills Library,” the 
supporters approved articles of in- 


corporation for an organization to 


raise funds and community support 
for the new library. 

Mary Jane Emerson and Fran 
Foster were elected to act in the 
capacity of directors until the new 
Friends group is finally chartered 
and a slate of directors and officers 
nominated. 

The regional administrative librar- 
ian for the Los Angeles County 
public library, Susan Curzon, des- 
cribed to the supporters how the 
new library will fit into the library 
system in the area. 

Three libraries, Curzon said, will 
serve the Las Virgenes area: one in 
Westlake Village, one in Agoura 
Hills, and a third in Calabasas. The 
library in Agoura Hills, which will be 
the largest of the three libraries at 
30,000 square feet, will serve as a 
regional library, Curzon explained. 

“We want to put in a library that 


- provides major services,” Curzon 


said. 

The 2.3 acre site in Westlake will 
handle a_ small library, sized 
between 15,000 and 20,000 square 
feet, according to Curzon. Friends 
of the new Westlake library have 
already formed and have begun 
raising funds. 


Curzon also explained that the 
current Las Virgenes library will be 
replaced only when the new 
Agoura Hills library has been con- 
structed—even if a new library has 
been built in Westlake before that 
time. 


Creation of the Agoura Hills 
library, which is expected to cost 
approximately $3 million, will be “a 
lot of work,” Curzon said. “But,” 
she added, “it’s wonderful to see it 
happen.” | 


Co-chair of the newly formed 
group, Fran Foster, made a plea to

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Down On The Bayou...

The culture of the Cajuns and the 
Creoles is steeped with much 
mystery and imagination. The 
evolution of the often bizarre Mardi 
Gras celebration, with its lavish 
costumes and grotesque floats, is 
probably the most obvious display 
of their unusual culture. One has 
only to spend a little time with the 
people before you'll hear stories of 
strange sightings and_ colorful 
people, that help to add to the 
excitement of this area. 

Voodoo, the practice of removing 
hair or fingernail clippings and 
applying them to dolls made into a 
likeness of an intended victim, con- 
tinues even today with a small 
amount of Creoles in the New 
Orleans area. This ritual, traced 
back to Creole roots in Haiti, is 
practiced primarily by the older 
generation. The most famous pract- 
titioner lived around 100 years ago 
and was known as Marie Laveaux, 
“The Voodoo Queen.” Marie (sup- 
posedly a mistress of Jean Lafitte), 
was a wealthy aristocrat, called 


a a 


In the early 1800’s, Louisiana’s 
most famous resident and pirate, 
Jean Lafitte, was terrorizing the 
shipping trade along the Mississippi. 
His son, Jean Pierre Lafitte, was 
betrothed to Miss Emma Viala 
(another reported mistress of Jean 
Lafitte, but due to his occupation 
and love, married her to his trusted 
son), and lived on the Viala planta- 
tion. After his father’s death, Jean 
Pierre took over the family trade, 
but while he was away, Emma fell 
down the stairs and became 
paralyzed. Coincidentally, Jean 
Pierre disappeared, never to return 
to his true love. Emma hid herself 
away, drinking unhappily, and 
waiting for her husband to come 
home. It was there that Emma died, 
and the real stories began. 

In 1979, Lafitte’s Landing (then 
known as Lafitte’s House) was 
visited by psychics from Berkeley 
University, who told the owner, 
John Folse, that Emma was still 


occupying the third floor of the 
house, wishing only to stay and wait 
in the house she loved so much. 
They were told that the ghost was

upon by the wealthiest in Louisi- 
ana’s early days. She could make 
the sick healthy, or by putting 
human hair inside a pillow, could 
make the victim deathly sick, 
usually as a form of blackmail. She 
became exceedingly wealthy and 
despised by many, but her legacy 
lives on. 

Deep in the heart of the bayou 
country, along the Mississippi, 
stands a restaurant called Lafitte’s 
Landing. The building once housed 
a great plantation family who grew 
cotton and sugar cane over a 
century and a half ago, kown as the 
great Viala Plantation. Its history 
reads like a soap opera, but its 
present owners swear that the 
stories are true. 





friendly, and that Emma had pre- 
dicted that business in the restaur- 
ant would be bad for five years, only 
to improve greatly after that. It was 
in 1984 that John Folse and his little 
restaurant received international 
acclaim. 

Loretta LeJeune, a 10-year 
employee of Lafitte’s Landing, has 
many stories of the strange hap- 
penings at the restaurant. She tells 
of closing the restaurant at night, 
being careful to reset all the tables 
and turn out the lights, only to 
return the next day to a restaurant 
that appeared to be open, with 
tables mussed and bottles of wine 
open and drunk, as if an uninvited 
ghost had been dining there. She 
also told of one particular rainy day,

when she noticed the windows in 
Emma’s room were all open—the 
same windows that were nailed shut 
the previous week. 

On a recent visit, John’s wife, 
Miss Laulie, told me about the night 
she went into Emma’s room and put 
down all the curtains around the 
windows, only to return the next 
day with all the curtains drawn back 
and tied into place. (Emma loved to 
gaze out the window.) This story 
was verified and repeated by many 
employees. 

The question of the validity of 
these stories is not nearly as im- 
portant as a demonstration of how 
deeply mysticism and faith runs 
through the hearts of the Cajun and 
Creole peoples. Many cultures have 
their own versions of unexplainable 
phenomena; however, you cannot 
find a people more convinced, or a 
land so steeped in mystery. Many 
stories are passed from generation 
to generation, and like seen gone by,

Old Agoura Group Opposes Oren

A group of Old Agoura residents 
have vowed to begin a campaign of 
opposition to an _ urban-style 
development recently unveiled for 
the 442 acre property adjacent to 
their rural homes in Old Agoura. 

Approximately 60 residents, 
whose homes are sited on half-acre 
and one-acre lots within 500 feet of 
the new development, met to 
express concern over the latest 
plans for high density housing along 
with commercial and manufactur- 
ing development which would abutt 
their homes. 

Robert Harris, past president of 
the Old Agoura Homeowners Asso- 
ciation, reported to the home- 
owners that the proposed develop- 
ment consists of 820 housing units 
on 255 acres and 1.42 million square 
feet of manufacturing and commer- 
cial space on the remaining 188 
acres. 

Current zoning, Harris said, 
allows for approximately 240 homes 
and 13 acres of commercial de- 
velopment on the property, which 
lies north of the freeway at 
Chesebro. 

Homeowners from Old Agoura, 
Saratoga Hills and: Liberty Canyon 
have successfully opposed a series 
of development proposals for the 


: property over the past. eight years. 
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owners of fhe arene ehould be 
required to meet lower density limits 
in conformity with the Los Angeles 
County general plan. 

Conceding that Oren Realty has 
yet to make a market study for the 
latest proposal, and that the plans

ly when I have a guest, especially if 
it’s someone they have not met 
before. They disappear. No, they 
don’t go away, they just disappear. 
It’s like they don’t live there. I tried 
to encourage them to come out. 
After a number of hours they begin 
to relax a little. 

I began to look at the process of 
what was happening and I realized 
that what I did as a parent has a 
great impact on my kids. The 
changes I make that affect our 
home, even though they may be 
only temporary, have a profound 
effect. 

Though I try to keep my kids in 
mind when I make decisions, I have 
not always paid attention to their 
signs of the effect. | thought back 
through my past at all the changes 
that have occurred since I becamea 
parent—a second and third child 
were born, a move to a new house 
and neighborhood, a separation and 
then divorce, several more moves, a 
return to college, going to work, job 
changes, developing a_ private 
practice, developing a social net- 
work, entertaining, etc. All this 
impacts the children to varying 
degrees depending on how it affects 
the time spent with or for them. 

Would I have made different 
choices if | had seen some of their 
reactions clearer? I don’t know. But 
I would have still moved on looking 
closer at them and being more 
aware. Awareness might have eased 
the transitions for all of us. We could 
have problem solved more effec-. 
tively and productively. 

I find that clear communication 
and bringing issues to the forefront 
help with stopping problems before 
they start or at least get out of hand. 

I think as parents, we need to be 
aware of our children when con- 
templating major changes; both the 


- negative and positive aspects with 


them. An example is when the 
mother, who has worked primarily 
as the main care provider at home, 
decides to go to work outside. ‘the 


works at a job where she is gone 
only when the kids are gone, her. 
presence will be missed. Aside from 
having a _ new sitter, routines 
change. Meals may be different. 
Times to play, do laundry and other 
chores may change. 

I know a family where mother 
works three days a week from 9 a.m. 
until 7 p.m. When she does vacation 
relief or fills in when someone gets 
sick, her children miss her. How do 
we know this happens? The easiest 
way to tell is to observe their be- 
havior. It is different. Now, as my 
fnend’s children are getting older; 
they are learning to tell her, “Mom, | 
don’t like it when you work so much. 
I miss you.” 

In summary, let’s review. Keep in 
mind any change you make in your 
usual lifestyle affects your family. 
Discuss what you are observing 
with the family members. Problem 
solve together. Children adjust over 
time, especially if you don’t discount 
their feelings.

Almost the 
entire population of the city speaks 
English to some degree, a large pro- 
portion French and Germanas well. 
So you have no reason to be lost, 
feel bored or get into any sort of a 
twist due to language problems.

An 
understatement is the difference 
between the amount of income tax 
that should be shown on the return 
and the amount actually shown. It is 
considered to be substantial if it 
exceeds the greater of 10 percent of 
tl due or $5,000 ($10,000 for cor- 
porations). The penalty is imposed 
regardless of the absence of negli- 
gence of fraud (so reliance on the 
advice of the tax preparer is no 
excuse).
